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During the quarter ended 31st March last, there were registered in the 
826 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 25,803 births—a number equal to 
an annual hirth-rate of 23:6 in every 1,000 of the estimated population*— 
and 22,052 deaths, representing an annual rate of 20-2 per 1,000. In the 
same period (according to the returns obtained by the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the 
several Irish seaports), 3,556 persons emigrated. 

In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 25-6 
in every 1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 18-0 per 
1,000. 

The birth-ratein Ireland for the quarter is equal to the average rate for 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1899-1908, and 0:5 below the 
rate for the first quarter of 1908. The deaths are 1,301 under those 


registered in the corresponding quarter of 1908; the death-rate is 1-2

under the rate for that quarter, and 1:0 under the average for the first” 
quarter of the ten years 1899-1908. 

Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1908, the returns 
of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show a decrease

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of 1,287 (a) in the average number of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays. 
during the quarter, and a decrease of 1,132 in the average number of 
persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the first quarter of the ten years 
1899-1908, the number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 252 
and the number of persons on out-door relief shows a decrease of 1,829 (a), 
the total under both heads being 2:0 per cent. under the average for the 
first quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in the population. 


as compared with the average population for those years is 1°0 per cent. 


The annual marriage-rate (4°8 per 1,000 of the population) represented by 
the marriages registered during the fourth quarter of 1908 is 0-1 above 
the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding ten years.

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Ages.—Of the 22,052 deaths registered last quarter, 2,677, or 121 per 
cent., were of infants under 1 year of age; and 10,320, or 46°8 per cent., 
were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants under 
1 year old are equal to 1037 per 1,000 of the births registered. In the 
province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 year old 
equalled 13-9 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
11°5 per cent.; in Ulster, 12-0 per cent. ; and in Connanght, 9:5 per cent. 
The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards registered during the 
quarter in Leinster are equal to 41°8 per cent. ; in Munster, to 47°7 per 
cent. ; in Ulster, to 46°8 per cent. ; and in Connaught, to 57:0 per cent. of 
the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases* is 853, or 70 below the number registered in the corresponding 
quarter of 1908, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0-78 per 1,000 
living, being 0:07 below the rate for the first quarter of 1908, and 0:04 
below the average rate for the first quarter of the ten years 1899-1908. 


The following tabular statement shows the mortality from each of the 
principal epidemic diseases, as registered during the March quarter 
of 1909, also the average number of deaths registered from each of 
these diseases, in the corresponding period of the 5 years 1904-1908,

Small-pox.—There was no mortality from small-pox reported during the 
period under notice ; neither was there any occurrence of the disease 
mentioned by the Registrars in their quarterly returns. 


Measles. —_ Jn Table IV. it may be seen that the deaths from measles 
in Ireland in each of the 3 later quarterly periods of the year 1908 
were 237, 149, and 140; in the March quarter of that year such 
deaths were 278 in number, and in the March quarter of 1909, the 
period under notice, 160 deaths were registered, representing an 
annual death rate of 0°15 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland 
estimated to the middle of the year. The average number of deaths 
from measles in the March quarter of the 5 years, 1904-1908, is 
6 above the number for the corresponding quarter of the year 1909. 
Of the total (160) deaths, 70 were returned for the county borough 
of Dublin, only 8 deaths from measles having been returned for 
Belfast county borough.

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Scarlet Fever.—The deaths from scarlet fever, in number 32, 
show an increase of 5 over the preceding quarter, but are 9 under 
the average (41) for the corresponding quarter of the preceding 
5 years. Deaths from this disease registered in the March, June, 
and September quarters of 1908 were 8, 15, and 19 respectively. Of 
the deaths, 11 were registered in the union of Cork, in which area 
the county borough of Cork is situated. 


Typbus.—During the quarter, 15 deaths from typhus were registered, 
Compared with the average of the preceding 5 years, namely, 
17 deaths, it was under, and with the deaths occurring in the four 
quarters of the year 1908, namely, 21, 21, 10, and 6 respectively, it 
was under the figures in the first two quarters, but above those in the 
second two quarters. Of the deaths, one was registered in the pro- 
vince of Leinster, in Shillelagh union ; 9 in Munster, namely, in Ennis 
union one death, in Cork 2, in Dingle one, in Tipperary 2, and in 
Waterford union 3 deaths; and 5 in Connaught, namely 3 deaths in 
Belmullet union, one in Castlebar union, and one death in Tober- 
curry union. There was not any record of a death from typhus in 
the province of Ulster during the period under notice. 


Whooping-cough.—The rate represented by the mortality from 
whooping-cough, namely, 272 deaths, was 0°25 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. ‘The mortality, although in the March 
quarter generally high, is in the period under notice slightly below 
the average, 277, and also below the number of deaths from whooping- 
cough registered in the March quarter of 1908, during which period 
295 deaths were registered; in June quarter the figure declined to 
263, in September to 162, and in December quarter a further slight 
decline to 156 is shown in Table IV. Of the total deaths, 36 were 
registered in Dublin county borough, 24 in Belfast county borough, 
and 24 in Cork union, which contains the county borough of Cork. 


Diphtheria.— The total number of deaths from diphtheria registered 
in the whole of Ireland was 115, which number is equal to an annual 
death rate of O°11 per 1,000 of the population, estimated to the 
30th June, 1909. This number is above the average (83), and also 
above the number (94) registered in the March quarter of 1908. Of 
the deaths in Leinster, 42 in number, there were 19 in the county 
borough of Dublin; of 19 deaths in Munster, 9 were in Cork union, 
containing Cork county borough; of 41 deaths in Ulster, there were 
but 5 in the county borough of Belfast. In the union of Millford 
there were 7 deaths, in the union of Lisburn 5, and 5 in the union 
of Cookstown, all of which latter were in the district of Cookstown, 
in which the Workhouse Hospital is situated; and of 15 deaths in 
the province of Connaught, 6 deaths were in the union of Galway. 


Enteric Fever,—The average number of deaths from enteric fever 
for the March quarter of the years 1904-1908 was 100, and in the 
period under notice there has been recorded a decrease to 
81 deaths. In the March quarter of 1908, the number of deaths — 
was 66, in June quarter 62, in September quarter 92, and in Decem- 
ber quarter 103. The annual rate represented by the 81 deaths from 
enteric fever is 0°07 per 1,000 of the estimated population of Ireland. 
Of the 81 deaths, 22 were returned for Dublin county borough, 10 for 
Cork county and Cork county borough, but not one death from 
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enteric fever was registered in the county borough of Belfast during 
the period under notice. ; 

The deaths of 11 persons were ascribed to pyrexia (origin un- 
certain.) . ' 


Diarrhoeal Diseases,—Under the general heading Diarrheal Diseases, 
deaths from epidemic enteritis, epidemic diarrhoea, diarrhea, cholera 
nostras, and dysentery are grouped. In the aggregate, such deaths 
numbered 167 for the whole of Ireland, and represent an annual 
rate of 0°15 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; the total is slightly 
over the average, 151, and also above the number registered in the 
corresponding quarter of the year 1908. Of the total, 17 deaths 
were returned for Dublin county borough, 24 for Belfast county 
borough, and 11 for Cork county and county borough. 


Tuberculous Disease-— Lhe uwnrevised total of deaths from all forms 
of tuberculous disease, as returned by the Registrars, was 2,861, as 
against 2,987 returned in the March quarter of 1908, the former 
figure representing an annual death rate from the disease for the 
period under notice, of 2°62 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 
the latter an annual rate of 2°74 for the March quarter of 1908. In 
the intervening quarters, the figures as returned represented in the 
June quarter a rate of 2°78 per 1,000, in the September quarter a 
rate of 2°29, and in the December quarter a rate of 2°27 per 1,000 
of the estimated population. 

Among the notes which have been supplied to me by the courtesy 
of the Registrars, bearing upon the subject of tuberculosis, the follow- 
ing have been extracted from the appendix to this report in which 
the Registrars’ notes are published, as having some special bearing 
on this most important subject :— 


Edenderry, Rhode.—‘‘ Pulmonary tuberculosis is greatly on the 
increase, but owing to the active measures taken by the Medical 
Officer of the district by means of inoculation of serum, the great 
majority of those patients are improving in a most marvellous 
manner.” 

Killarney, Coom.—‘‘ Tuberculous disease appears to be on the in- 
crease in this district—in fact, far more than is known.”’ 


Nenagh, Silvermines.—‘‘ Three deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis 
registered ; two contracted the disease in Dublin.” 


Callan, Mullinahone.—‘“‘ Of the two deaths from pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, one returned from America with the disease.” 


Waterford, Waterford Urban No. 1.—‘‘ The presence of tuberculosis 
is. indicated by the fact that it is the cause of death in about 20 per 
cent. of all deaths.” : 


Antrim, Crumlin.—‘‘ Phthisis pulmonalis is still the prevailing 
cause of death in this district. Otherwise nothing of note occurred 
this quarter.” 


Cavan, Killashandra.—‘‘ A branch of the Women’s Health Associa- 
tion has been established here, and the members of its committee are 
doing useful and good work in visiting the neighbouring cottages 
and explaining to them the value of fresh, pure air.” 


Londonderry, Burt.—‘‘ Pleurisy more common than usual, this 
winter, several eventually becoming tubercular.” 
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‘Downpatrick, Killyleagh.—‘‘ I have registered more deaths than 
usual from tuberculous disease this quarter.” 


Cookstown, Stewartstown.—‘‘I am very sorry to say that in this 
district a number of phthisical persons of the labouring and factory 
class inter-marry, have two or three children, then die, and leave a 
puny, delicate offspring, which it is impossible to rear without a 
good, wholesome supply of fresh new milk, which it is impossible, 
under present circumstances, for the poor to get.” 


Strabane, Newtownstewart.—‘‘ Tubercular disease, especially of 
the lungs, is very prevalent here, probably due in the majority of 
instances to tubercular milk.” 


Tuam, Tuam No. 2.—‘‘ Four deaths from tuberculous disease 
(16 per cent. of the total number of deaths registered).” 


Swineford, Kiltamagh.—‘‘ Pulmonary tuberculosis very common. 
People are beginning to recognise the dangers of infection, and ap- 
preciate the benefits of fresh air. Curtained beds still too common, 
however. Knowing my antipathy to those ‘death traps,’ patients’ 
people will sometimes remove the curtains when the ‘ doctor’ is ex- 
pected, only to replace them on my departure. Fortunately, more 
sensible ideas are beginning to prevail.” 


Dromore West, Skreen.—‘‘ Phthisis is prevalent in the district, 
and in a few instances directly communicated.” 


Malignant Disease.— According to the returns of the Registrars, it 
appears that the number of deaths attributed to carcinoma, sarcoma, 
or cancer, malignant disease (not defined) was 851; this number is 
equivalent to an annual death rate of 0°78 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population of the country. In the four preceding quarters the rates 
representing the figures as returned, showing the mortality caused 
by malignant disease, were, 0°75, 0°66, 0°67, and 0°72 per 1,000 
respectively. 


Cerebro-spinal Fever. — The following information was forwarded 
with reference to cerebro-spinal fever : — 


Belfast, Belfast Urban, No. 3.—‘‘ One death was registered as from 
cerebro-spinal meningitis, and 3 deaths as from cerebro-spinal fever.” 


Belfast, Belfast Urban, No. 9.—‘‘ Two deaths occurred during 
the quarter from cerebro-spinal fever.” 


Belfast, Belfast Urban, No. 11.—‘‘ During the first week of the 
quarter there was one case of epidemic cerebro-spinal meningitis 
registered in the district.” ? 


Lisburn, Ballylesson.—‘‘ There were three deaths from cerebro- 
spinal fever in Purdysburn Fever Hospital during past quarter.” 


Rabies, Hydrophobia,—There was no reference to the existence of 
rabies in Ireland made by any of the Registrars, nor was the occur- 
rence of dog-bites alluded to. 


Violence.—Under the head of violence 307 deaths were returned ; 
these include accidental deaths, suicides, and homicides. 
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The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—Measles in 57 districts, German measles in 3, scarlet fever in 
12, whooping-cough in 52, diphtheria in 24, fever in 23—typhus in 3, 
and enteric in 20—mumps in 4, influenza in 61, and cerebro-spinal fever 
or cerebro-spinal meningitis in 4 districts. [See Appendix to this Report 
commencing on page 85.] 


Inquests.—There were 447 inquests reported to the Registrars 
during the quarter; this number being equal to 1 in every 49 of the 
total deaths registered. 

In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 50 deaths registered, 
in Munster 1 to 66, in Ulster 1 to 36, and in Connaught 1 to 116. 


Deathsin Public Institutions.—Of the 22,052 deaths registered, 
4,442, or 20°1 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster 
the percentage was 26°8, in Munster 24:0, in Ulster 14:9, and in 
Connaught 12°9. : 


Uncertified Deaths. — According to the returns, 5,811 of the total 
22,052 deaths which were registered during the quarter were un- 
certified, being more than 26 per cent. of the total.

‘The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteoro- 
logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,t Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, during the first quarter of the years 1904-1909, respectively,

The barometrical readings have been corrected for altitude and reduced to 32° Fahrenheit, 
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furnished by direction of the Superintendent of the Ordnance Survey 
(see Table on page 18). 

The mean height of the barometer during the first quarter of 1909 
was 29°759 inches, being 0:163 below the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the five years 1904- 1908 ; the highest reading (30°513 inches) 
was on the 4th January, at 9 A.M., air calm, and the lowest (28-738 
inches) on the 14th January, at 9 P.m., wind W. SW. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 40-50, being 
1:0 below the average for the first quarter of the 5 years 1904-1908. 

The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 55:2° 
and the minimum 21-9°. The maximum heat in sun was 101:0°. 

Rain or snow fell on 47 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 
4297 inches, being 1:817 inches below the average for the first quarter 
of the five years 1904-1908. The greatest monthly rain-fall was in March, 
when 2°125 inches were registered. 

The wind blew on 16 days from 8.W., on 16 days from W., on 12 
days from 8.E., on 10 days from N.W., on 6 days from N., on 5 days 
from N.E., on 5 days from E., on 4 days from S., and the air was calm on 
16 days at 9 a.m. 


Januvary.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29-940 inches; the highest reading (30°513 inches) was on the 4th at 
9 a.M., air calm; and the lowest (28°738 inches) on the 14th, at 9 p.m, 
wind W.S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 41'3°, the 
maximum registered was 53:1°, and the minimum 27°9°. The 3rd was 
the warmest day, and the 23rd the coldest night. The mean of the dry 
bulb was 40°3°, and of the wet bulb 38°8°. The maximum heat in sun 
was 87°5°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 61°6 hours, the 
greatest daily amount being 7:4 hours on the 19th. The maximum ozone 
was 0-7, the minimum 0-0, and the mean 0°5. Rain or snow fell on 15 
days. ‘The rain-fall measured 1°494 inches; the greatest amount in 24 
hours was 0°350 inch on the 18th. 


February.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29:976 inches; the highest reading (30°487 inches) was on the 13th at 
9 pm., wind E.N.E., and the lowest (29°320 inches) on the 9th, at 
9 p.mM., wind W. The mean temperature of the air was 40°8°, the 
maximum registered was 54°3°, and the minimum 23°0°. The 4th was 
the warmest day, and the 14th the coldest night. ‘The mean of the dry 
bulb was 40°5°, and of the wet bulb 38:7°. The maximum heat in sun 
was 96°1°. The total amount of sunshine recorded was 80°1 hours, the 
greatest daily amount being 7:7 hours on the 19th. The maximum ozone 
was 0°8, the minimum 0:0, and the mean 0°5. Rain or snow fell on 
11 days. The rain-fall measured 0°678 inch; the greatest amount in 
24 hours was 0°232 inch on the 28th. 


March.—The mean height of the bakometer during this month was 
29:361 inches; the highest reading (30°029 inches) was on the 12th at 
9 a.M., wind N. ., and the lowest (28°787 inches) on the 18th, at 9 P.M., 
wind 8.E. The mean temperature of the air was 39 ‘4°; the maximum 
registered was 55°2°, and the minimum 21°9°. The 24th was the warmest 
day, and the 4th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb- was 
38°9°, and of the wet bulb 37°7°.. The maximum heat in sun was 101°0°, 
and the minimum on the grass 15°5°. The minimum on the grass was 
below 32° on 19 nights. The total amonnt of sunshine recorded was 103°8 
hours, the greatest daily amount being 10°3 hours on the 2lst. The 
maximum ozone was 0:7, the minimum 0-0, and the mean 0'5. Rain 
or snow fell on 21 days. The rain-fall measured 2°125 inches ; the greatest 


amount in 24 hours was 0°620 inch on the 27th.

NOTES ON THE STATISTICAL TABLES. 


Hours of Observation.—The hours of observation are indicated by the type in which the 
names of the stations are printed. CAPITALS, normal climatological stations, 9 a,m. and 
9p.m.; ITALIC CAPITALS, telegraphic reporting normal climatological stations, 7 a.m., 
1 p.m.,9 p.m.; Roman, telegraphic reporting stations, 7 a.m., 1 p.m.,6 p.m. ; Jéalics, auxiliary 
climatological stations,9 a.m.only. At Valencia an additional observation is taken at 3 
p.m. The afternoon observations are used in preparing the wind summaries and in 
computing the number of days of ‘“‘overcast” or “clear sky.’ At telegraphic reporting 
stations (black capitals or Roman type) the results given under “hygrometer” and 
cloud” are based on the morning observations only. 

Barometer.—The correction for latitude has not been applied. ‘The values are for 
station level, They are the means of readings at 9 am. and 9 p.m,, or7 a.m., 1 p.m., 
9 p.m., or 7 a.m., and 6 p.m., as the case may be. 

Rainfall.—Lhe amounts are for the 24 hours commencing at the time of morning 
observation. : . 

Weather Phenomena.—The number of days of Rain, Snow, Hail, Thunderstorm, Fog and 
Gale, are counted irrespective of the hours at which the phenomena occur. Except in the 
case of rainfall (see above) the day is the civil day. A day is reckoned as a day of “ clear 
sky,’ if the average of the estimates of the “"amount of cloud” at the hours of obser- . 
vation is less than z, and as an “overeast” day if the average is greater than 8. 

Wind Summaries.—The results given under wind direction, and the number of observa- 
tions of calms and of fresh or strong wind, are based on the observations at fixed hours, 
At Valencia and Armagh the wind observations are based on the records of a standard 
Robinson anemometer (factor 2°2). Velocities of between 13 and 38 miles in the hour have 
been entered as “fresh or strong winds,” velocities of 3» miles in the hour, or above, as 
gales. _ hf

MARRIAGES, 

The marriages (6,794) registered in Ireland during the first quarter 
of 1909 are equivalent to an annual rate of 6-2 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0:4 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1908, but equal to the average rate for the first quarter of the ten 
years 1899-1908. Of the total number of marriages 5,465 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,329 
under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81 ; the former number being equal to an 
annual rate of 6°7 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, 
and the latter affording a rate of 4:7 per 1,000 of the members of all 
other religious persuasions. The rate under the former heading is 0:1 
above, but that under the latter is 0:2 below the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the previous ten years, 


It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the 
greater portion of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is 
celebrated in the first quarter, while as regards other marriages the number 
in the first quarter is generally Jess than that for any of the other quarters 
of the year.

BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th June 
last was 26,994—13,870 boys and 13,124 girls—being equal to an annual 
ratio of 1 in every 40°5, or 24:7 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 
The average number of births registered during the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1899-1908 was 26,808, equivalent to an annual rate of 


24°3 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those years. = 
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The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 25:4 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 
1901; Munster, 23-5; Ulster, 25:3; and Connaught, 20-6. 

The highest county or county borough birth-rate* is 33-6 for Dublin 
county borough, and the lowest 17°5 for King’s county. Of the 
intermediate rates the highest five are—Belfast county borough, 29°8 ; 
Kildare, 27°9; Limerick county and county borough, 26:1; Antrim 
county, 25°'7; and Kerry county, 25:0. The lowest five are—Ros- 
common, 18-4; Carlow, 19:0; Tipperary, N.R., 19:3; Longford, 19-4 ; 
and Leitrim, 20:1. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter 
ended 30th June last was 19,727—9,830 males and 9,897 females— 
affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 55:4, or 18:0 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1899-1908 was 18:6 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 19:2 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, 16:3; in Ulster, 18°8 ; 
and in Connaught, 14:7. 


Lhe county or county borough death-rates* range from 13:4 in King’s 
county to 23°3 in Dublin county borough. Between these rates the lowest 
five are—Leitrim, 13-5; Kerry, 13-6; Sligo, 14:2; Clare, 14:3; and 
Roscommon, 14:5; and the highest five are—Armagh, 21:1; Belfast 
county borough, 19°8 ; Longford, 19-7; Kilkenny, 19°1 ; and Londonderry 
county and county borough, 19-0.

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Ages.—Of the 19,727 deaths registered last quarter, 2,255, or 11:4 per 
cent., were of infants under 1 year of age ;\and 8,991, or 45°6 per cent., 
were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. | The deaths of infants under 
1 year old are equal to 83:5 per 1,000 of the births registered. In the 
province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 year old 
equalled 12°8 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
10°8 per cent. ; in Ulster, 11:5 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 9:1 per cent. 
The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards registered during the 
quarter in Leinster are equal to 41:5 per cent.; in Munster, to 46-0 per 
cent. ; in Ulster, to 45:2 per cent. ; and in Connaught, to 55:5 per cent. of 
the total deaths registered in the province.

Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases* is 805, or 33 below the number registered in the corresponding 
quarter of 1908, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0°74 per 1,000 
living, being 0:03 below the rate for the second quarter of 1908, and 0:03 
below the average rate for the second quarter of the ten years 1899-1908.

Small-pox.__There was not one death from small-pox recorded during 
the period under notice ; nor was there a case of the disease reported 
by any of the Registrars in their quarterly returns. 


Measles-__The deaths from measles, in the whole of Ireland, which 
were registered during the quarter, numbered 109; this figure re- 
presents an annual rate of 0°10 per 1,000 of the population of 
Ireland estimated to the middle of the year 1909. The deaths 
were below the average (167) for the corresponding quarter of the 
preceding five years. In each of the three preceding quarters, 
deaths from measles were 149, 140, and 160. Of the total deaths, 
25 belonged to Dublin county borough, and in Ballymena urban | 
district 8 deaths from measles were reported. 


Scarlet Fever.—In the three quarterly periods preceding that 
under notice—during which 40 deaths were registered—deaths from 
scarlet fever were, respectively, 19, 27, and 32, the average being 
27 for the corresponding quarter of the past five years. The 
deaths correspond to a rate of 0°04 per 1,000 of the estimated

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population. A reference to Abstract III. will give the various 
districts in which the deaths from scarlet fever were registered. 
Among other districts there were 5 deaths in Cork rural, No. 1; 
2 in Donnybrook; 2 in Rathmines and Rathgar; and 4 in the 
district of Lurgan No. 1. 


Typhus.—Compared with the average 19, the number of deaths 
from typhus (13) shows a decrease of 6. In the three quarters 
preceding, such deaths were 10, 6, and 15. The deaths in the 
period under notice were registered in the following unions or 
Superintendent Registrars’ districts: —-One death in each of 
Ballina, Belmullet, Carrickmacross, Cavan, South Dublin, Galway, 
Longford, New Ross, Oughterard, and Tralee, and three deaths in 
Cork union. 

Whooping-cough. —The deaths from this disease amounted to 351, 
and represent an annual rate of 0°32 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population ; the deaths exceed the quarterly average (273) by 78. 
Deaths from whooping-cough in each of the three preceding quar- 
ters were 162, 156, and 272. Of the total deaths, over one-third 
were registered in the county boroughs of Dublin and Belfast, 66 
in the former and 55 in the latter city ; and in the city of Cork 33 
deaths were registered. Deaths from whooping-cough occurred in 
the following Registrars’ districts amongst others:—in Armagh, 
8 deaths, in Ballina 6, in Knocknalower 5, in Tanderagee 9, in 
Callan 10, in Ballymacarbry 4, in Donnybrook 4, in Maynooth 7, 
in Maghera 6, in Bellaghy 4, in Milltown 4, in Sixmilecross 4, and 
in Cloonbur No. 1, 5 deaths. 


Diphtheria.—The deaths from diphtheria numbering 71, are 
7 above the average for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 
preceding, the number in each of the three preceding quarters 
being 62, 113, and 115 respectively. The 71 deaths registered for 
the whole of Ireland represent an annual rate of 0°06 per 1,000 
of the estimated population. Of the total deaths, 35 appertained 
to the rural districts and 36 to the urban districts (see table V.). 
There were 5 deaths from diphtheria in each of Dublin, Belfast, 
and Cork, and 2 in Limerick county borough included in the 36 
urban deaths. 

Enteric Fever.—[n the third or September quarter of 1908, 
deaths from enteric fever numbered 92, they rose to 103 in Decem- 
ber quarter, declining to 81 in March quarter of the present year, 
and further to 76 in the period under notice; this latter figure is 
12 below the average for the corresponding quarterly period of the 
five years preceding. The rate represented by deaths from enteric 
fever was 0°07 per 1,000 of the estimated population. As will be 
seen in Table V., of the total deaths, 15 appertained to the Dublin 
Registration Area; of these 12 belonged to the city of Dublin. 
There were 3 deaths belonging to Cork county borough, one to each 
of the county boroughs of Belfast and Londonderry, but there was 
not one death from enteric fever in Waterford county borough. 

The at of 7 persons were attributed to pyrexia (origin un- 
certawm). 

Diarrhoeal Diseases, —In the aggregate, deaths from diarrheeal 
diseases were 138 in number; this number represents an annual 
rate of 0°13 per 1,000 of the estimated population; in the three 
preceding quarterly periods such deaths numbered 648, 284, and 
167 respectively. Of the deaths, 29 appertained to Belfast county 
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borough, 20 to Dublin city, and 5 to the urban district of Wex- 
ford.

Tuberculous Disease.—The number of | deaths from tuberculous 
disease in all its forms, returned by the Registrars of deaths for 
the June quarter, was 2,949 (unrevised figures), representing an 
annual death rate for the whole of Ireland of 2°69 per 1,000 of the 
population estimated to the 30th June of the present year. In the 
June quarter of 1908, the rate representing the deaths occurring 
therein was 2°78 per 1,000. I have extracted from the notes which 
have been so courteously forwarded to me by the Registrars those 
which appear to have a special bearing on the questions relating to 
the existence of tuberculous disease and improvements in sanitation 
of the country. These are as follow :— 


Thomastown, Inistioge.—‘‘ One death from pulmonary tubercu- 
losis occurred, but happily this disease is rather rare in this dis- 
trict—although I believe it was pretty rife at one time.’’ 


Edenderry, Rathangan, No. 2.—‘“‘ A death registered, a: child 
6 years, from tuberculous meningitis. She had been rather deli- 
cate; her father brought her from New York, where she was born. 
She was but a short time here when she fell a victim to the 
disease.”’ 

Mullingar, Ballynacarrigy.—‘‘ Tuberculosis accounts for 4 
deaths, 2 of which were young adults, and one over 70, and one 44 
years; all males. This rate is 334 per cent., or 4 of deaths attri- 
butable to all causes together.”’ 

Mullingar, Milltown. ‘‘ The young woman in the twenties who 
died in a decline contracted the disease in a situation in Dublin ; 
the other members of her family are perfectly healthy.’’ 

Ennistimon, Roadford.—‘‘Sanitary arrangements good. Houses 
kept much cleaner and limewashed. District very healthy.” 

Cork, Blarney.—‘‘ The patient who died of phthisis only re- 
turned from America (U.S.) a short time before. He was then 
in an advanced stage of the disease.’’ 


Skull, Skull.—‘‘ No death from tuberculous disease, which ap- 
pears te be very much on the decline in the district.”’ 

Cahersiveen, Darrynane.—‘‘ During the quarter just ended | 
have registered the deaths of five persons from pulmonary tuber- 
culosis-—a terrible mortality within a small area from a truly pre- 
ventible disease. I only hope that our local sanitary authority 
may be induced to adopt the provisions of the Tuberculosis Pre- 
vention Act, and thus materially assist to cope with its ravages.”’ 

Killarney, Coom.—‘‘I consider tuberculosis to be making con- 
siderable headway. Many conceal it as best they can in order that; 
the family may not suffer from matrimonial connexions.”’ 

Tralee, Tralee, No. 1.—‘‘ A very large number of deaths were 
certified as due to pulmonary tuberculosis.’’ 

Urlingford, Kilcooly.—‘‘ Sanitary arrangements are good. I 
notice a great improvement in the health of the poor people (both - 
young and old) who have got new cottages.” 

Waterford, Waterford Urban, No. 1, W.—‘‘ The district has 


been free from infectious disease, with the exception of tubercu- 
losis, which has had a very high mortality rate—38 deaths from 


tuberculosis out of 109 deaths registered.’ 
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Youghal, Ardmore.—‘‘ Tuberculosis prevalent in badly-venti- 
lated houses in the district.’’ 


Ballymoney, Dirraw.—‘‘ Inhabitants improving ventilation in 
dwellings. Some of the poorer people still require improvements 
in matters of cleansing houses and proper cooking of food, more 
especially for growing children.’’ 

Cavan, Killashandra.—‘‘ The local branch of the Women’s 
National Health Association has applied by deputation to the 
Rural District Council for a shelter for tuberculosis patients,’ 
which it will consider the advisability of granting or not.’’ 


Glenties, Carrick.—‘‘ Pulmonary tuberculosis is still fairly pre- 
valent, and the people do not as yet seem to recognise the import- 
ance of ventilation.’’ 


Downpatrick, Killyleagh.—‘‘ Labourers’ cottages are being 
quickly built all over the district, which, it is hoped, will cause the 
present wretched hovels that do duty for cottages to be de- 
molished. The water supply is not of the best quality, but it is 
the best that can be procured.’’ 


Omagh, Sixmilecross.—‘‘ The houses in the district are much 
better ventilated and kept cleaner during the past quarter, due to 
sanitary lectures which have been given in the district ; still there 
is great room for improvement as regards cleanliness, fresh air, 
&e.”’ 

Ballina, Ballina, W.—‘“‘ Sixteen deaths are registered from all 
forms of tuberculosis. A branch of the Women’s National Health 
Association has been formed in town, which will, no doubt, have 
good results.” 


Malignant Disease —''he deaths include those from carcinoma, 
sarcoma, and cancer, malignant disease (undefined) ; according to. 
the returns such deaths were 755 in number for the period under 
review, and equal to an annual rate of 0°69 per 1,000 of the esti- 
mated population of the country. The corresponding rates in 
each of the three preceding quarters were 0°67, 0°72, and 0°78, 
and in the June quarter of 1908 the rate was 0°66 per 1,000. 


Cerebro-spinal Fever.—The following information was furnished 
regarding cerebro-spinal fever :— 

Belfast, Belfast Urban, No. 3.—‘‘ One death was registere'l as 
cerebro-spinal fever.’‘ 

Belfast, Belfast Urban, No. 9.—‘‘ No cases of cerebro-spinal 
fever occurred during this quarter.’’ 

Belfast, Belfast Urban, No. 11.—‘‘ There has been one death 
from epidemic cerebro-spinai meningitis registered in the district 
during the quarter.’’ 

Lisburn, Ballylesson.—‘‘ There was one death from cerebro- 
spinal fever in Purdysburn Fever Hospital during past quarter.’’ 

Gort, Gort.—‘ A case certified as epidemic cerebro-spinal menin- 
gitis occurred during the quarter, and proved fatal. There was no 
spread of the disease.’’ 


Rabies, Hydrophobia —There were references to dog bites by each 
of the Registrars of Drogheda No. 2 and Kiltegan (as follow), but 
no case of rabies was reported.

Drogheda, Drogheda, No. 2.—“I have had many cases of persons 
suffering from dog bites, but the dogs were not supposed to have been 
affected by rabies.” 

Baltinglass, Kiltegan.—‘‘ A man in this village was bitten by a dog— 
which was not suffering from rabies—without any serious effects.” 


Violence.—The deaths of 303 persons were attributed to violence ; 
this figure includes deaths by accident, by suicide, and by homicide. 

The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :——-Measles in 33 districts, German measles in 4, scarlet fever in 
15, whooping-cough in 27, diphtheria in 16, fever in 21—typhus in 3, 
enteric in 17, and pyrexia (origin uncertain) in one—influenza in 21, and 
cerebro-spinal fever or cerebro-spinal meningitis in 4 districts. [See 
Appendix to this Report commencing on page 185.] 


Inquests.—There were 446 inquests reported to the Registrars 
during the quarter; this number being equal to 1 in every.44 of the 
total deaths registered. 

In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 43 deaths registered, 
in Munster | to 61, in Ulster 1 to 35, and in Connaught 1 to 70, 


_ Deathsin Public Institutions.—Of the 19,727 deaths registered, 
4,090, or 20-7 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster 
the percentage was 28:9, in Munster 24:6, in Ulster 15:5, and in 
Connaught 10:9. 


Uncertified Deaths. — According to the returns, 4,667 of the total 
19,727 deaths which were registered during the quarter were un- 
certified, being nearly 24 per cent. of the total. 


The following table (Table IV.) shows the number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases returned by the Registrars as having been registered during the quarter ended 
30th June, 1909, and in each of the eight quarters immediately preceding ; with the

The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteoro- 
logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, during the second quarter of the years 1904-1909, respectively,

The barometrical readings have been corrected for altitude and reduced to 32° Fahrenheit, 
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furnished by direction of the Superintendent of the Ordnance Survey 
(see Table on page 118). 

The mean height of the barometer during the second quarter of 1909 
was 29°823 inches, being 0-085 below the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the five years 1904-1908 ; the highest reading (30-292 inches) 
was on the 17th June, at 9 pP.m., air calm, and the lowest (29:058 
inches) on the 26th May, at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 49-89, being 
0-3 below the average for the second quarter of the 5 years 1904-1908. 

The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 72°1° 
and the minimum 25°9°. The maximum heat in sun was 127°6°. 

Rain or snow fell on 45 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 
6-701 inches, being 0°812 inches above the average for the second quarter 
of the five years 1904-1908. The greatest monthly rain-fall was in April, 
when 3°671 inches were registered. 

The wind blew on 18 days from 8.W., on 15 days from W., on 11 
days from H., on 9 days from N.E., on 9 days from N.W., on 8 days 
from §.E., on 6 days from N., on 6 days from S., and the air was calm on 
9 days at 9 A.M. 


Apru.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29-728 inches; the highest reading (30-281 inches) was on the 7th at 
9 a.M., air calm; and the lowest (29:134 inches) on the 22nd, at 9 p.m., 
wind 8.S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 46°6°, the 
maximum registered was 68°6°, and the minimum 25:9°, The 10th was 
the warmest day, and the 8th the coldest night. ‘The mean of the dry 
bulb was 46°4°, and of the wet bulb 43°8°. The maximum heat in sun 
was 118°6°, and the minimum on the grass 21:0°. The minimum on the 
grass was below 32° on 12 nights. The total amount of sunshine recorded 
was 173°8 hours, the greatest daily amount being 11-7 hours on the 9th. 
The maximum ozone was 0:7, the minimum 0:0, and the mean 0°5. Rain 
_or snow fell on 21 days. The rain-fall measured 3°671 inches; the 
greatest amount in 24 hours was 1:300 inches on the 3rd. 


May.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29°889 inches; the highest reading (30°185 inches) was on the 2nd at 
9 am. air calm, and the lowest. (29°058 inches) on the 26th, at 
9 am., wind S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 50:2°, the 
maximum registered was 72°1°, and the minimum 26°7°. The 21st was 
the warmest day, and the 2nd the coldest night. The mean of the dry 
bulb was 50°7°, and of the wet bulb 47:5°. The maximum heat in sun 
was 126°5°, and the minimum on the grass 22°0°. The minimum on the 
grass was below 32° on 11 nights. The totalamount of sunshine recorded 
was 249-9 hours, the greatest daily amount being 13°8 hours on the 7th, 
8th, and 9th. The maximum ozone was 0°8, the minimum 0:3, and the 
mean 0°5, Rain fellon 12days. The rain-fall measured 1:123 inches ; 
the greatest amount in 24 hours was 0°355 inch on the 24th. 


June.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29°853 inches; the highest reading (30°292 inches) was on the 17th at | 
9 p.M., aircalm, and the lowest (29:102 inches) on the 22nd, at 9 p.M., 
air calm. The mean temperature of the air was 52°7°; the maximum 
registered was 67:9°, and the minimum 33°3°. The 15th was the warmest 
day, and the 7th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 
53°4°, and of the wet bulb 50-9°. The maximum heat in sun was 127°6°, 
and the minimum on the grass 30°8°. The minimum on the grass was 
below 32° on onenight. The total amonnt of sunshine recorded was 167-7 
hours, the greatest daily amount being 13°5 hours on the 14th and 15th. 
The maximum ozone was 0°7, the minimum 0:0, and the mean 0°5. Rain 
fellon 12 days. The rain-fall measured 1-907 inches ; the greatest amount

NOTES ON THE STATISTICAL TABLES. 


Hours of Observation.—The hours of observation are indicated by the type in which the 
names of the stations are printed. CAPITALS, normal climatological stations, 9 a.m. and 
9p.m.; ITALIC CAPITALS, telegraphic reporting normal climatological stations, 7 a.m., 
1 p.m.,9 p.m.; Roman, telegraphic reporting stations,7a.m., 1 p.m.,6 p.m. ; Jéalics, auxiliary 
climatological stations,9 a.m.only. At Valencia an additional observation is taken at 3 
p.m. The afternoon observations are used in preparing the wind summaries and in 
computing the number of days of “overcast” or “clear sky.” At telegraphic reporting 
stations (black capitals or Roman type) the results given under “hygrometer” and 
“cloud” are based on the morning observations only. 

Barometer.——The correction for latitude has not been applied. ‘The values are for 
station level, They are the means of readings at 9 am. and9p.m., or7am.,1 p.m, 
9 p.m., or 7 a.m., and 6 p.m., as the case may be. ; 

Rainfall.—The amounts are for the 24 hours commencing at the time of morning 
observation. : 

Weather Phenomena.—The number of days of Rain, Snow, Hail, Thunderstorm, Fog and 
Gale, are counted irrespective of the hours at which the phenomena occur. Except in the 
case of rainfall (see above) the day is the civil day. A day is reckoned as a day of “ clear 
sky,’ if the average of the estimates of the "amount of cloud” at the hours of obser- 
vation is less than z, and as an “overcast” day if the average is greater than 8. 

Wind Summaries.—The results given under wind direction, and the number of observa- 
tions of calms and of fresh or strong wind, are based on the observations at fixed hours. 
At Valencia and Armagh the wind observations are based on the records of a standard 
Robinson anemometer (factor 2°2). Velocities of between 13 and 38 miles in the hour have 
een entered as “fresh or strong winds,” velocities of 39 miles in the hour, or above, as 
gales. i 

Averages.—The averages used for stations are—~Temperature and Rainfall for the 35 
years 1871-1905 ; Bright Sunshine for the 25 years 1881-1905. : 

District Values.—The district values of temperature, rainfall, and sunshine are computed 
from the data for the stations included inthe Weekly Weather Report of the Meteorologica! 
Office. Only aselection of these stations is included inthis Report. The average values 
witn which the current district values are compared are for the 25 years, 1881-1905. The 
district values for “amount of cloud” and for the extremes of temperature and the largest 
rainfall in a day, are taken from the Monthly Weather Report of the Meteorological Office.

1872-1909—By adding the Births registered in each year to the estimated population for the previous 
year, deducting the deaths and emigration, and adjusting the results for the years 1872-81. 1882-91, and 
1302-1901, to allow for the discrepancy between the number thus arrived at for 1881, 1891, and 1901 
respectively, and the population as shown by the Census in each of these years.

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During the quarter ended 30th September last, there were registered in 
the 827 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 25,382 births—a number equal to 
an annual birth-rate of 23:2 inevery 1,000 of the estimated population*— 
and 15,254 deaths, representing an annual rate of 14:0 per 1,000. In the 
same period (according to the returns obtained by the Roya! [rish Con- 
stabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the 
several Irish seaports), 7,260 persons emigrated. 

In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 25-6 
in every 1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 11-7 per 
1,000. 

The birth-ratein Ireland for the quarter is 0°3 above the average rate for 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1899-1908, but 0-1 below the 
rate for the third quarter of 1908. The deaths are 968 under those 
registered in the corresponding quarter of 1908; the death-rate is 0:8 
under the rate for that quarter, and 0°7 under the average for the third 
quarter of the ten years 1899-1908. 

Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1908, the returns

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of 2,302 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays 
during the quarter, and a decrease of 1,058 (@) in the average number of 
persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the third quarter of the ten years

and the number of persons on out-door relief shows a decrease of 1,417 (a), 
the total under both heads being 2:4 per cent. under the average for the 
third quarter of the ten years.

The marriages (5,311) registered in Ireland during the second quarter 
of 1909 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4-9 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0-4 above the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1908, and 0:2 above the average rate for the second quarter of the ten 
years 1899-1908. Of the total number of marriages 3,622 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,689 
under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an 
annual rate of 4:5 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, 
and the latter affording a rate of 6:0 per 1,000 of the members of all 
other religious persuasions. The rate under the former heading is 0:2 
above, but that under the latter is equal to the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the previous ten years, 


It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the 
greater portion of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is 
celebrated in the first quarter, while as regards other marriages the number 
in the first quarter is generally Jess than that for any of the other quarters 
of the year.

The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th Septem 
ber last was 25,382--12,988 boys and 12,394 girls—being equal to an annual 
ratio of 1 in every 43:1, or 23:2 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 
‘The average number of births registered during the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1899-1908 was 25,350, equivalent to an annual rate of 


22-9 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those years.

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Ages.—Of the 15,254 deaths registered last quarter, 2,148, or 14:1 per 
cent., were of infants under 1 year of age; and 6,373, or 41°8 per cent., 
were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. |The deaths of infants under 
1 year old are equal to 84°6 per 1,000 of the births registered. In the 
province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 year old 
equalled 16:5 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
12‘7 per cent.; in Ulster, 14:7 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 9°4 per cent.

Small-pox,_There was no mortality from this disease recorded 
during the period under notice ; neither was the incidence of small-pox 
reported during the quarter by any of the Registrars. 

Measles-__The deaths from measles, in number 66, are considerably 
below the average for the corresponding quarter of the 5 years, 1904— 
1908, namely, 107. Jn the 3 quarterly periods preceding, deaths from 
measles were 140, 160, and 109 respectively. Of the 66 deaths, there were 
9 in the county borough of Dublin. There was not one death from measles 
registered in Belfast county borough. There were 7 deaths from this 
malady registered in Frenchpark district, in the union of Castlereagh, 
and 4 in Skibbereen district (in the union of that name), in which the 
union hospital is situated. 33 Ds 

Scarlet Fever.—The average mortality from scarlatina in the third 
quarter of the 5 preceding years numbered 28, and the deaths meee: 
in the 3 preceding quarters were respectively 27, 32, and 40. In the 
period under notice the deaths numbered Si. F rom Abstract Is 
page 222, it appears that 7 deaths were registered in the province of 
Leinster, 11 in Munster, 13 in Ulster, but not one death from scarlet 
fever was registered in Connaught.

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Typhus.— During the period, for the whole of Ireland, 7 deaths from 
typhus were registered, being 11 under the average for the September 
quarter of the 5 years, 1904-1908, and also lower than the number re- 
corded in any of the preceding 8 quarters, with the exception of the 
December quarter of 1908, when only 6 deaths from typhus were re- 
corded, One death from typhus took place in each of the following 
unions :—Ballina, Belmullet, Castleblayney, Dingle, Dublin North. 
Dundalk, and Killarney. 


Whooping-cough.—It may be seen on referring to the Abstracts 
that the mortality from whooping-cough accounts for 234 deaths, a 
figure representing an annual death-rate of 0:21 per 1,000 of the popu- 
lation ; these deaths exceed the average, 168, but are below the number 
(351) registered in the quarter preceding. In the December quarter of 
1908, and the March quarter of 1909 there were respectively 156 and 
272 deaths from the disease registered. In the province of Leinster out 
of 42 deaths there were 22 in Dublin county borough. In Munster, of 
66 deaths, 16 were registered in the county borough of Cork, 5 in the 
Registrar’s district of Dripsey, 9 in the city of Limerick, and 10 in the 
city of Waterford. In Ulster, in which province 94 deaths were regis- 
tered, 52 were registered in the county borough of Belfast, and 8 in the 
Registrar’s district of Banbridge. In Connaught, in which province 32 
deaths were registered, 6 were registered in Westport district, and 4 in 
each of the districts of Tuam No. 2 and Knocknalower. 


Diphtheria.— A reference tov Table [V. shows that the deaths from 
diphtheria, which numbered 62 in the third quarter of 1908, rose to 113 
in the December quarter of that year, again rising slightly to 115 in the 
March quarter of 1909, declining to 71 in the June quarter, and again 
rising to 98 in the period under notice; the latter figure is above the 
average (55) in the corresponding period of the 5 years preceding. Of 
the total deaths from diphtheria, 31 occurred in the province of Leinster, 
of which 14 were in the county borough of Dublin; 23 in Munster, of 
which 10 were registered in Cork and the county borough of Cork; 35 
in Ulster, of which 7 were in county Antrim, 6 in county Down, and 5 
in each of the counties of Armagh and Londonderry (including the 
county borough of Londonderry), and 9 in the province of Connaught, 
of which 5 occurred in the county of Galway. 


Enteric Fever.— The mortality from enteric fever shows a gradual 
decline from 103 in the fourth quarter of 1908, to 81 in the first quarter 
of 1909, to 76 in the second quarter of 1909, and to 63 in the September 
quarter of 1909, the period now under review, the average being 93 for 
the corresponding quarterly period in the past 5 years. Of 18 deaths 
registered in the province of Leinster, 12 occurred in the county 
borough of Dublin, 2 in the union of Carlow, 2 in tbe portion of South 
Dublin union, outside the county borough, and 2 in the union of 
Kilkenny ; of 21 deaths in Munster, 4 were registered in the union 
of Tralee, 3 in Limerick union, 2 in each of the unions of Cork, 
Listowel, and Nenagh, and one in each of the following unions :— 
Fermoy, Mallow, Middleton, Mitchelstown, Killarney, Thurles, Clonmel 
and Dungarvan. In Ulster, of 15 deaths, 6 were registered in Belfast 
union and 2 in Lisburn union, and one in each of the following 
unions ;—Ballymoney, Armagh, Millford, Coleraine, Limavady, London- 
derry, and Irvinestown ; and of 9 deaths in Connaught, 2 were in the 
union of Mount Bellew, and one in each of the following unions :— 
Ballinasloe, Manorhamilton, Mohill, Castlebar, Swineford, Roscommon, 
and Boyle. 
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Diarrhoeal Diseases, —When compared with the average (629) for 
corresponding period in the preceding 5 vears, and with the deaths from 
diarrheeal diseases in the September quarter of 1908—648—the num- 
ber of deaths (496) registered during the period under notice, shows a 
substantial reduction. These deaths correspond to an annual mortality 
rate of 0°45 per 1,000 of the population. The deaths from diarrheal 
diseases registered in the whole of Ireland for the September quarter of 
the years 1904-1909, together with the mean air temperature, the 
‘mean earth temperature at 4 feet, the number of hours of bright sun- 
shine, and the rainfall in inches are shown in the following tabular 
statement :—

On page 210, Table V. gives the deaths from diarrhceal diseases for 
the total of the urban districts as compared with that of the rural dis- 
tricts of Ireland, the rate representing the former figure being 1°22 per 
1,000 and the rate representing the latter being 0-11 per 1,000. The 
deaths in the county boroughs were as follows :—In Dublin, 110; in 
Belfast, 141; in Cork, 27; in Londonderry, 24 ; in Limerick, 3 ; and 
in Waterford, 28. 


Tuberculous Disease.—1It appears from Abstract I. that the number of 
deaths from tuberculous disease in the whole of Ireland, as returned by 
the Registrars, was 2,294, corresponding to a rate of 2°10 per 1,000 of 
the estimated population of the country. With their accustomed 
courtesy many of the Registrars have furnished valuable notes regard- 
ing matters of interest which have come before them in the course of 
their arduous and important occupation. From these (almost all of 
which are reproduced in the Appendix to this report) I have extracted 
those which appear to have a special bearing on the prevalence ot 
tuberculous disease, and also those which denote that the community 
is awakening to a sense of responsibility with regard to the importance 
of adopting sanitary measures for the protection of the health and the 
lives of the people. These notes are as follow :—- 


Edenderry, Rathangan No. 1.—“ The death of a girl 25 years of 
age registered, pulmonary phthisis, duration, two years. She had been 
a domestic servant, housemaid, in Manchester, where disease was 
contracted. Her parents sent her to a sanatorium 3 she was discharged 
asincurable. No phthisis previously in her family. . 


New Ross, Dysartmoon.—“ District free from all diseases with the 
exception of pulmonary tuberculosis, which is more prevalent amongst 
the small farming class than amongst the poorer classes. This is 
accounted for by the better housing for the poor. 

Edenderry, Rathangan No. 2.—‘ The death of a man, aged 21 years, 


registered, pulmonary phthisis, duration, three months. His father 
believed he contracted the disease from lying on the grass after being 
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excessively heated in the football field. This young man never rallied. 
He took to his bed and melted away in three months.” 


Mullingar, Ballynacarrigy.—“ Of the deaths registered, which totalled 
thirteen, eight were over sixty and two under one year, leaving three to 
be accounted for, Of the latter, two were caused by pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, making a consumption death-rate for adolescents of 6632 
per cent. In plain words, two of the three grown-up fersons 
who have died this quarter have met their death through consumption. 


Bantry, Durrus and Kilcrohane.—‘“ Three deaths from phthisis ; one 
returned from America ; two children in one house, aged six and four 
years ; father always delicate.” 


Waterford, Waterford Urban No. 1.—“ Tuberculosis has been the 
cause of death in 26 deaths out of 101 registered,” 


Ballina, Ballina.—‘‘ During the quarter 8 deaths were registered 
as due to consumption and other forms of tuberculosis.” 


Lisbura, Drumbeg.—‘‘ Almost one-third of the number of deaths 
registered was due to tubercle.” 


Lisnaskea, Derrylin.—“ Tuberculosis always with us.” 


Dungannon, Caledon and Ballymagran,—‘The adoption of the 
Tuberculosis Prevention Act, Part I., is much needed in a congested 
area like Caledon.” 


Omagh, Omagh No. 1.—‘‘ Tuberculosis accounts for 16 deaths 
(asylum, 5 ; hospital, 2; union hospital, 3).” 


Ballycastle, Cushendall.—“ One of the two deaths from pulmonary 
phthisis was imported.” 


Birr, Birr.—“ Tuberculosis is very prevalent but is somewhat less 
than last year, and practically all the people in my district believe in the 
infectious nature of the disease.” 


Ennis, Newmarket —‘‘ All sanitary recommendations made by me are 
being carefully attended to by the District Council.” 


Ballymoney, Dirraw.—‘‘ Ventilation of houses amongst all classes 
better attended to and more appreciated.” 


Lisburn, Glenavy.—‘‘ People are becoming keenly alive to the neces- 
sity of preventive measures against tuberculous disease.” 


Cavan, Killashandra.—‘“'The Rural District Council have consented 
to give a shelter to the women’s branch: of the National Health Associa- 
tion here.” 


Omagh, Sixmilecross.—‘“‘ Great improvement in the houses of the 
working class, as regards cleanliness and fresh air” 


Castlereagh, Loughglinn..—“Sanitary condition of district improving. | 
A large number of new houses are being erected throughout the district 
whereby the health and sanitary condition of the people are much 
improved.” 


Malignant Disease —Under the head of malignant disease, deaths from 
carcinoma, sarcoma, and cancer (undefined) are grouped; in the aggregate, 
such deaths were returned by the Registrars as amounting to 800, 
representing an annual death-rate of 0°73 per 1,000 of the estimated 
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population of Ireland. The rates representing such deaths in each of the 
3 preceding quarters were 0°72, 0-78 and 0:69 per 1,000 of the estimated 

opulation as then existing, the rate in the corresponding September 
quarter of 1908 being 0°67 per 1,000. 


Cerebro-spinal Fever.— During the period, the deaths of 4 persons from 
this disease were reported, 2 being registered in Dublin and 2 in Belfast. 
The Registrar of Killashandra district, in Cavan union, reports as 
follows :—‘‘ One death from pneumonia, with cerebro-spinal meningitis, 
convulsions, 12 hours.” 


Rabies, Hydrophobia.— No reference to the prevalence of this disease, 
or report of dog bites was received for the period under notice. 


Violence.— All deaths caused by accident, by suicide, and by homicide 
are included under the heading of this paragraph. These in the aggregate 
numbered 313, as returned by the Registrars. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :——Measles in 24 districts, German measles in one, scarlet fever in 
23, whooping-cough in 42, diphtheria in 18, fever in 25—typhus in 7, 
and enteric in 18—influenza in 9, cerebro-spinal fever o1 cerebro-spinal 
meningitis in 3 districts, chicken pox in one district, mumps in one district, 
and diarrheea in 3 districts. [See Appendix to this Report commencing 
on page 285. | 


Inquests.— There were 410 inquests reported to the Registrars 
during the quarter ; this number being equal to 1 in every 37 of the 
total deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 30 deaths registered, 
in Munster 1 to 48, in Ulster 1 to 31, and in Connaught | to 106, 


Deathsin Public Institutions.—Of the 15,254 deaths registered, 
3,105, or 20-4 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster 
the percentage was 27:6, in Munster 24:0, in Ulster 15-0, and in 
Connaught 12°8. | 


Uncertified Deaths. — According to the returns, 3,492 of the total 
15,254 deaths which were registered during the quarter were un- 
certified, being nearly 23 per cent. of the total. 


The following table (Table IV.) shows the number of deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases returned by the Registrars as having been registered during the quarter ended 
80th September, 1909, and in each of the eight quarters immediately preceding; with the 
ratio of these deaths to the deaths from all causes and to the population :—

The average price of Messrs. Boland’s (Limited) 4-lb. loaf for last 
quarter was 61d., which was also the average price of Messrs. Johnston, 
Mooney, and O’Brien’s (Limited) bread, delivered. In the third quarter 
of the year 1908 the average price was 6d., and in the corresponding 
quarter of 1899 it was 5d. 

The average price of oatmeal (Ist quality) in Dublin for the quarter 
was 14s. 10d. per ewt. For the corresponding quarter of the year 1908 
the average price was 15s., and for the third quarter of 1899 the average 
price was 14s. per cwt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were 2s. 7d. to 3s. 3d. In the third quarter of 1908 the 
average prices were 2s. 10d. to 3s. 2d., and the prices for the corresponding 
quarter of 1899 were 2s. 5d. to 3s. 4d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from 56s. to 60s. per cwt. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1908 the average prices were from 52s. 6d, to 57s. and 
in the third quarter of 1899 they were from 50s. to 56s. 6d. 

The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of | 
Dublin for the quarter was 20s. per ton nett. 

The highest price of Consols at the Dublin Stock Exchange for the 
quarter was £8413, and the lowest £83. 

The minimum annual rate of discount charged on Irish bills at the 
Bank of Ireland during the quarter remained at 34 per cent., to which 
it was lowered on the Ist April. 


Notx.--The prices of Consols at tie Dublin Stock Exchange have been kindly furnished 
by the Secretary. 
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The average number of persons in Ireland receiving in-door relief on 
Saturdays during the third quarter of 1909 was 40,328, or 2,302 below 
the average for the corresponding period in 1908. 

The average weekly number of persons receiving out-door relief during 
the quarter was 54,917* being 1,058 below the average for the third 
quarter of 1908. 

Of the persons receiving in-door relief during the third quarter of 
1909, an average number of 1,629 in each week was located in asylums 
for the blind and the deaf and dumb, and in extern hospitals ; in the 
corresponding quarter of 1908 the average weekly number was 1,526.

THE WEATHER. 
The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteoro- 
logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,t Phonix Park, 
Dublin, during the third quarter of the years 1904-1909, respectively,

The barometrical readings have been corrected for altitude and reduced to 32° Fahrenheit, 
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furnished by direction of the Superintendent of the Ordnance Survey 
(see Table on page 218). 

The mean height of the barometer during the third quarter of 1909 
was 29°827 inches, being 0:126 below the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the five years 1904-1908 ; the highest reading (30:234 inches) 
was on the 14th September, at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°154 
inches) on the 25th July, at 9 a.m., wind N.N.W. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 55-99, being 
1-2° below the average for the third quarter of the 5 years 1904-1908. 

The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 77:8° 
and the minimum 32.6°. The maximum heat in sun was 131°5°. 

Rain fell on 47 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 
6-119 inches, being 0°258 inch above the average for the third quarter 
of the five years 1904-1908. The greatest monthly rain-fall was in July, 
when 2°880 inches were registered, 

The wind blew on 32 days from W., on 16 days from S.W., on 7 
days from N.W., on 4 days from E., on 3 days from N., on 3 days 
from N.H.,on one day from §8., and the air was calm on 26 days at 
9 A.M, 


July.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29-749 inches; the highest reading (30-150 inches) was on the 19th at 
9 p.m., air calm; and the lowest (29:154 inches) on the 25th, at 9 a.m., 
wind N.N.W. The mean temperature of the air was 57:9°, the 
maximum registered was 71:2°, and the minimum 42:0°. The 3rd was 
the warmest day, and the 28th the coldest night. The mean of the dry 
bulb was 57°8°, and of the wet bulb 55°3°. The maximum heat in sun 
was 131:5°, and the minimum on the grass 36°0°. The total amount of 
sunshine recorded was 151-5 hours, the greatest daily amount being 13:8 
hours on the 19th. The maximum ozone was 0:6, the minimum 0:1, and 
the mean 0°5. Rain fell on 19 days. The rain-fall measured 2°880 
inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 0°425 inch on the 
24th. 


August.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29-831 inches; the highest reading (30°138 inches) was on the 11th at 
9 a.M., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (29°360 inches) on the 23rd, at 
9 a.m., wind 8.8.W. ‘The mean temperature of the air was 58°4°, the 
maximum registered was 77°8°, and the minimum 40:0°. The 15th was 
the warmest day, and the 22nd the coldest night. ‘The mean of the dry 
bulb was 58°1°, and of the wet bulb 54:9°. The maximum heat in sun 
was 129°7°, and the minimum on the grass 35:0°. The tofal amount of 
sunshine recorded was 163°8 hours, the greatest daily amount being 12°8 
hours on the 6th. The maximum ozone was 0:7, the minimum 0:0, and 
the mean 0-4. Rain fell on 13 days. The rain-fall measured 1:363 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 0-420 inch on the 21st. 


September.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29-901 inches; the highest reading (30°234 inches) was on the 14th at 
9 a.M., air calm, and the lowest (29°492 inches) on the 6th, at 9 P.m., 
wind W.S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 51°5°; the maximum 
registered was 65:9°, and the minimum 32°6°. The 23rd was the warmest 
day, and the 14th the coldest night. The mean of the dry bulb was 
517°, and of the wet bulb 49:9°, The maximum heat in sun was 116°6°, 
and the minimum on the grass 28:0°, The minimum on the grass was 
below 32° on 5nights. The total amonnt of sunshine recorded was 111-4 
hours, the greatest daily amount being 10-2 hours on the 8th. The 
maximum ozone was 0°7, the minimum 0:0, and the mean 0°4. Rain 
fellon 15 days. The rain-fall measured 1°876 inches ; the greatest amount 
in 24 hours was 0°725 inch on the 27th.

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NOTES ON THE STATISTICAL TABLES. 


Hours of Observation.—The hours of observation are indicated by the type in which the 
names of the stations are printed. CAPITALS, normal climatological stations, 9 a.m. and 
9p.m.; ITALIC CAPITALS, telegraphic reporting normal climatological stations, 7 a.m., 
1 p.m.,9 p.m.; Roman, telegraphic reporting stations, 7 a,m., 1p.m.,6 p.m. ; J¢alics, auxiliary 
climatological stations,9 a.m.only. At Valencia an additional observation is taken at 3 
p.m. The afternoon observations are used in preparing the wind su.maries and in 
computing the number of days of ‘‘overcast” or “clear sky.” At telegraphic reporting 
stations (black capitals or Roman type) the resuits given under “hygrometer”’ and 
“cloud” are based on the morning observations only. 

Barometer.—The correction for latitude has not been applied. The values are for 
station level. They are the means of readings at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m., or7 a.m., 1 p.m, 
9 p.m., or 7 a.m., and 6 p.m., as the case may be, ; 

Rainfall.—fhne amounts are for the 24 hours commencing at the time of morning 
observation. ' 

Weather Phenomena.—The number of days of Rain, Snow, Hail, Thunderstorm, Fog and 
Gale, are counted irrespective of the hours at which the phenomena occur. Except in the 
ease of rainfall (see above) the day is the civil day. A day is reckoned as a day of “clear 
sky,” if the average of the estimates of the “amount of cloud” at the hours of obser- 
vation is less than z, and as an “overcast” day if the average is greater than 8. 

Wind Summaries.—The results given under wind direction, and the number of observa- 

- tions of calms and of fresh or strong wind, are baseu on the observations at fixed hours, 
At Valencia and Armagh the wind observations are based on the records of a standard 
Robinson anemometer (factor 22). Velocities of between 13 and 38 miles in the hour have 
been entered as “fresh or strong winds,” velocities of 3» miles in the hour, or above, as 


gales. ; : 
Averages.—The averages used for stations are—Temperature and Rainfall for the 35 


years 1871-1905 ; Bright Sunshine for the 2d years 1881-1909, 
District Values.—'The district values of temperature, rainfall, and sunshine are computed 

from the data for the stations included inthe Weekly Weather Report of the Meteorologica! 

Office. Only aselection of these stations is included in this Report, The average values 

witn which the current district values are compared are for the 25 years, 1881-1905. ‘I'he 

district values for “amount of cloud” and for the extremes of temperature and the largest 

rainfall in a day, are taken trom the Monthly Weather Report of the Meteorological Office,

In England and Wales last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 24:5 
in every 1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 14-2 per 
1,000. 

The birth-ratein Ireland for the quarter is 0:7 above the average rate for 


the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1899-1908, and 0°8 above the 


rate for the fourth quarter of 1908. The deaths are 744 above those 


registered in the corresponding quarter of 1908 ; the death-rate is 0°7 
above the rate for that quarter, but equal to the average for the fourth 
quarter of the ten years 1899-1908. : 
Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1908, the returns 
of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show a decrease

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of 2,163 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on Saturdays 
during the quarter, and a decrease of 1,078 in the average number of 
persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the fourth quarter of the ten years 
1899-1908, the number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 1,086 
and the number of persons on out-door relief shows a decrease of 1,508, 
the total under both heads being 2°6 per cent. under the average for the 
fourth quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 1-1 per cent. 


The annual marriage-rate (5'1 per 1,000 of the population) represented by 
the marriages registered during the third quarter of 1909 is 0:3 above 
the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding ten years.

The marriages (5,555) registered in Ireland during the third quarter 
of 1909 are equivalent to an annual rate of 5;1 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0:1 above the rate for the corresponding quarter of 
1908, and 0°3 above the average rate for the third quarter of the ten 
years 1899-1908. Of the total number of marriages 3,690 were regis- 
tered under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,865 
under the 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an 
annual rate of 45 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population 
and the latter affording a rate of 6:6 per 1,000 of the members of all 
other religious persuasions, The rate under the former heading is 0:3 
above, but that under the latter 0-1 below the average rate for the 
corresponding quarter of the previous ten years, . 


It is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the 
greater portion of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages is 
celebrated in the first quarter, while as regards other marriages the number 
in the first quarter is generally Jess than that for any of the other quarters 


of the year.

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BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st Decem- 
ber last was 24,736—12,777 boys and 11,959 girls—being equal to an annual 
ratio of 1 in every 44:2, or 22°6 per 1,000 of the estimated population. 
The average number of births registered during the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1899-1908 was 24,141, equivalent to an annual rate of 
21:9 per 1,000 of the estimated mean population of those years. Pe 
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The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 229 per 1,000 of the population according to the Census of 
1901; Munster, 22:0; Ulster, 22°6 ; and Connaught, 20-4. 


The highest county or county borough birth-rate* is 29:7 for Dublin 
county borough, and the lowest 17:5 for Cavan county. Of the inter- 
mediate rates the highest five are— Belfast county borough, 26:8 ; Limerick 
county and county borough, 23°9; Kerry county, 23°4 ; Kildare county, 
23-3; and Waterford county and county borough, 22°7.

DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter 
ended 31st December last was 18,063—8,924 males and 9,139 females— 
affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 60°5, or 16°5 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population ; the average rate, for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1899-1908 was also 165 per 1,000. 


The death-rate in Leinster was 17°9 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1901; in Munster, 14:8; in Ulster, 17:2 ; 
and in Connaught, 13:1. 


The county or county borough death-rates* range from 11°5 in Kerry 
county to 22°4 in Dublin county borough. Between these rates the lowest 
five are—Mayo, 11°7 ; Queen’s county, 13°2 ; Galway, 13°2 ; King’s county, 
13°7 ; and Leitrim, 14:0 ; and the highest five are—Carlow, 20-1 ; Belfast, 
county borough, 19°]; Armagh, 18:2; Antrim, 17°8; and Londonderry 
county and county borough, 17:2.

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Ages.—Of the 18,063 deaths registered last quarter, 2,279, or 12°6 per 
cent., were of infants under 1 year of age; and 8,396, or 46°5 per cent., 
were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. _ The deaths of infants under 
1 year old are equal to 92:1 per 1,000 of the births registered. In the 
province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 year old 
equalled 14:2 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; in Munster, 
12°3 per cent.; in Ulster, 13-2 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 7:5 per cent. 
The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards registered during the 
quarter in Leinster are equal to 42°8 per cent. ; in Munster, to 47°6 per 
cent. ; in Ulster, to 45°8 per cent. ; and in Connaught, to 55:6 per cent. of 
the total deaths registered in the province. 





HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


Diseases.—The total number of deaths from thle principal epidemic 
diseases* is 752, or 84 below the number registered in the corresponding 
quarter of 1908, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0-7 per 1,000 
living, being 0:1 below the rate for the fourth quarter of 1908, and 0:2 
below the average rate for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1899-1908.

Measles.__[)uring the year 1909, there were 160 deaths from measles, 
returned for RAMEGKY giiarter, 109 for June quarter, and 66 for Cre ae 
quarter, the number for the period under notice being also oo ; i 
number is below the average number of deaths (156) in the gO te ao 
quarter of the years, 1904-1908. In Abstract IV., pp. 380-385, the

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number of deaths from measles is given by unions in alphabetical order ; 
amongst others there were 7 deaths in Clonakilty union, 11 in Granard 
union, and 13 in Skibbereen union. 


Scarlet Fever.—There were 33 deaths from scarlet fever registered for 
the whole of Ireland in the December quarter of 1909; in the three 
preceding quarterly periods the deaths from this disease numbered 32, 40, 
and 31, respectively, the average for the December quarter of the preceding 
quinquennial period being 41 It may be seen in the Abstract commenc- 
ing on page 324 that of the total deaths 13 were registered in the province 
of Leinster, 8 in Munster, 11 in Ulster, and one in Connaught. 


Typhus.—'he total number of deaths from typhus during the year, as 
returned by the Registrars, was for March quarter 15, for June quarter 13, 
for September quarter 7, and for the period under notice 13—in all 48 
deaths. ‘The number for the quarter under notice is one over the average 
for the fourth quarter of the past five years. The 13 deaths were registered 
in the following Superintendent Registrars’ districts :—Ballina, one death ; 
Ballymena, one death; North Dublin, one death ; Dunfanaghy, one 
death; Ennistimon, one death; Galway, 2 deaths; Killala, 2 deaths ; 
Kilrush, one death ; Sligo, one death ; Swineford, one death, and Tipperary, 
one death. 


Whooping-cough.— An examination of the Abstract shows that the 
mortality from whooping-cough was general over the country. Of the 
total deaths, namely 247, 121 were in the province of Ulster, and of this 
number 83 were registered in Belfast. The total mortality for the 
quarter exceeds the average for the corresponding quarter of the 5 years, 
1904-8, by 93, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0°23 per 1,000 of the 
population of Ireland estimated to the middle of the year. In the earlier 
quarters of the year deaths from this disease numbered 272, 351, and 234, 
respectively. In Abstract TII. the deaths from whooping-cough occurring 
in the Registrars’ districts are shown; from this it appears that among 
others there were 13 deathsin Dublin county borough, 5 in the Registrar’s 
district of Clara, 5 in Tullamore, 7 in Kinsale, 5 in Tralee No. 2 district, 
10 in the district of Limerick city No. 3, 4 in Rathkeale No. 1, 4 in Cashel, 
and, as before stated, 83 in Belfast county borough, the latter figure 
corresponding to an annual death-rate of 0°86 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population of Belfast county borough, 


Diphtheria.— Compared with the average, the deaths from diphtheria, 
numbering 85, show a decrease of 6. In each of the three preceding 
quarters, deaths from diphtheria numbered 115, 71, and 98. Of 17 deaths 
in the province of Leinster, 3 were in North Dublin union, and 6 in South 
Dublin union ; of 16 deaths in Munster, 3 occurred in the union of Skull : 
of 41 deaths in Ulster, 4 were registered in Ballymena union, 6 in Inish- 
owen, 3 in Londonderry, 3 in Newtownards, and 4 in Strabane ; and of the 
11 deaths in Connaught, there were 3 in the union of Strokestown, 4 in 
Tuam, and 3 in Westport. 


_  &nteric Fever—The mortality from enteric fever which had declined 
from 81 deaths registered in the March quarter of 1909 to 76 in the 
June quarter, and again to 63 in the September quarter, rose to 69 deaths 
in the period under notice ; this figure is far below the average (112) for 
the corresponding quarter of the preceding 5 years. Of the 20 deaths in 
Leinster, 10 occurred in Dublin county borough, and 5 in the county of 
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Louth ; of 21 deaths in Munster, 9 were registered in the county and 
county borough of Cork, and 7 in the county and county borough of 
Limerick ; of 18 deaths in Ulster, 5 occurred in the county borough of 
Belfast ; and of 10 deaths.in Connaught, 4 were registered in the county 
of Galway. 


Four deaths were classified to pyrexia (origin uncertain). 


Diarrhoeal Diseases,—'The annual rate corresponding to the deaths from 
diarrhoeal diseases, 235 in number, is 0°22 per 1,000 of the population 
estimated to the middle of the year 1909. In the first three quarters of 
the year, deaths from diarrhoeal diseases were 167, 138, and 496, respect- 
ively. It may be seen in the Abstracts that the mortality from the 
diseases in this group fall principally upon the urban populations, e.g., out 
of 64 deaths in Leinster, 33 were in Dublin county borough; out of 62 
deaths in Munster, 18 were in Cork county borough and 5 were in Water- 
ford county borough ; and of 91 deaths in Ulster, 40 were in Belfast 
county borough. Only 18 deaths from diarrheal diseases were reported 
from the province of Connaught. 


Tuberculous Disease.—The quarterly returns of the Registrars of deaths 
in Ireland contain the collective information that 2,171 persons succumbed 
to some form of tuberculous disease. The above figure corresponds to an 
annual death rate from the disease of 1:99 per 1,000 of the population. 

The details concerning the mortality for each Hegistrar’s district may be 
found in Abstract ITT. of this report. 


The Registrar-General begs to acknowledge his thanks to those Registrars 
who have favoured him with notes regarding matters affecting the public 
health of their districts. These are printed generally in the Appendix to 
this report, and the following notes are introduced into this paragraph 
as having reference to the status of tuberculous disease. _ It is noteworthy 
that in some instances improvement is stated to be taking place—see the 
notes of the Registrar of Banbridge and others :— 


Roserea, Roscrea No. 2.—‘ District very healthy ; no deaths from con- 
sumption, nor are there any. cases of this disease, so far as I know, in the 
district.” 

Athlone, Athlone No. 1.—‘‘ No less than eight deaths out of the thirty- 
eight registered were due to tuberculosis in one form or another.” 


Mullingar, Ballynacarrigy.—‘‘ The death rate due to tuberculosis is 
abnormally high this quarter.” 


Mullingar, Milltown.—“ There were two deaths of young people in the 
twenties from tuberculosis.” 
Naas, Blessington.—“ Four deaths occurred from phthisis.” 


Listowel, Ballyduff.— Six out of the thirteen deaths registered were 
due to tuberculous diseases, five of them being due to phthisis pulmonalis, 


Ballycastle, Cushendall.—‘ One of the three deaths from tuberculosis 
was imported.” 


Lisburn, Glenavy.—‘‘ Damp season has been particularly severe on 
; ; is 3 
tubercular cases, causing a heavy proportion of deaths. 
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_ Armagh, Loughgall.—“ At present time district appears to have very 
little tuberculous disease.” 


Dunfanaghy, Crossroads.—‘“ Four deaths from tubercular diseases were 
registered during the quarter.” 


Millford, Rossguill.—-“‘ During the quarter only one death reported from 
pulmonary tuberculosis.” 


Banbridge, Banbridge.—‘ A. very gratifying decrease in the mortality 
from all forms of tuberculous disease in the rural part of this dispensary 
disirict for the past three years. The number of deaths were :--1907, 
32; 1908, 19 ; 1909, 16.” : 


Enniskillen, Holywell No. 1.—‘ Two deaths were revistered, both men ; 
one died at 27 of pulmonary tuberculosis.” 


Malignant Disease-—T'he summary of the returns furnished by the 
Registrars shows a total of 841 deaths, in which are included deaths from 
carcinomia, sarcoma, and from cancer, or malignant disease, not otherwise 
defined. The total figure corresponds to an annual rate of 0-77 per 1,000 
of the population. In the three previous quarters the annual rates for 
malignant disease were 0°78, 0:69, and 0-73, respectively. 


Cerebro-spinal Fever.—T'here was one death from cerebro-spinal fever 
reported by the Registrar of Belfast Urban No. 4 district, 


Violence —The deaths by violence numbered 288 ; this figure includes 
fatalities due to accident, homicide, and suicide. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—Measles in 29 districts, scarlet fever in 24, whooping-cough in 
45, diphtheria in 24, fever in 20—typhus in 7, and enteric in 13— 
influenza in 25, cerebro-spinal fever in one district, chicken pox in one 
district, and mumps in one district. [See Appendix to this Report 
commencing on page 387. | 


Inquests.—There were 452 inquests reported to the Registrars 
during the quarter; this number being equal to 1 in every 40 of the 
total deaths registered. 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 38 deaths registered, 
in Munster | to 44, in Ulster 1 to 33, and in Connaught 1 to 96, 


Deaths in Public Institutions.—Of the 18,063 deaths registered, 
3,640, or 20°2 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster 
the percentage was 28°8, in Munster 23:9, in Ulster 13:8, and in 
Connaught 12°6. 





Uncertified Deaths.— According to the returns, 4,355 of the total 
18,063 deaths which were registered during the quarter were uncertified, 
being more than 24 per cent. of the total.

The mean height of the barometer during the fourth quarter of 1909 
was 29-619 inches, being 0:251 below the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the five years 1904-1908 ; the highest reading (30°347, inches) 
was on the 24th November, at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W., and the lowest 
{28-221 inches) on the 2nd December, at 9 p.m., wind 8. W. 

The mean temperature of the air during the quarter was 434°, being 
1-52 below the average for the fourth quarter of the 5 years 1904-1908. ; 

The maximum temperature of the air during the quarter was 66:0° 
and the minimum 8.8°. The maximum heat in sun was 110°5°, 

Rain or snow fell on 64 days during the quarter. The rain-fall measured 
8-483 inches, being 2°338 inches above the average for the fourth quarter 
of the five years 1904-1908. The greatest inonthly rain-fall was in 
December, when 3:735 inches were registered. 

The wind blew on 28 days from S.W., on 14 days from W., on 9 days 
from E., on 8 days from S., on 6 days from N.E., on 2 days from N., on 
2 days from N.W., on one day from 8.H., and the air was calm on 22 
days at 9 A.M.

NOTES ON THE STATISTICAL TABLES. 


Hours of Observation.—The hours of observation are indicated by the type in which the 
names of the stations are printed. CAPITALS, normal climatological stations, 9 a.m. and 
9p.m.; ITALIC CAPITALS, telegraphic reporting normal climatological stations, 7 a.m., 
1p.m.,9 p.m. ; Roman, telegraphic reporting stations, 7 a.m., 1p.m.,6 p.m. ; Italics, auxiliary 
climatological stations,9 a.m.only. At Valencia an additional observation is taken at 3 
pm. The afternoon observations are used in preparing the wind summaries and in 
computing the number of days of “overcast” or “clear sky.” At telegraphic reporting 

stations (black capitals or Roman type) the results given under “hygrometer” and 
“cloud” are based on the morning observations only. - : 

Barometer—The correction for latitude has not been applied. The values are for 

station level. They are the means of readings at 9 a.m. and 9p.m., or7 a.m., 1 p.m, 


9 p.m., or 7 a.m, and 6 p.m., as the case may be. ; : 
infall.—The amounts are for the 24 hours commencing at the time of morning 


observation. ; : 

Weather Phenomena.—The number of days of Rain, Snow, Hail, Thunderstorm, Fog and 
Gale, are counted irrespective of the hours at which the phenomena occur. Except in the 
case of rainfall (see above) the day is the civil day. A day is reckoned as a day of “clear 
sky,” if the average of the estimates of the “amount of cloud” at the hours of obser- 
vation is less than 2, and as an “overcast” day if the average 1s greater than 8. 

Wind Summaries.—The results given under wind direction, and the number of observa- 
tions of calms and of fresh or strong wind, are based on the observations at fixed hours. 
‘At Valencia and Armagh the wind observations are based on the records of a standard 
Robinson anemometer (factor 2°2). Velocities of between 13 and 38 miles in the hour have 
been entered as “fresh or strong winds,” velocities of 39 miles in the hour, or above, as ,

district values for “ amount of cloud” and for the extremes of temperature and the largest
